The  total  Eclipse  begins  in  Australia,  and  traverses  the  S.  and 
N.  Pacific  Oceans,  crosses  over  Mexico  and  ends  in  the  Gulf. 

Second. — An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  September  18th,  at 
Oh.  13m.  in  the  morning  ;  therefore,  invisible  in  the  United  States. 

The  Annular  Eclipse  begins  in  Turkey,  and  traverses  the  southern 
part  of  Asia  and  China  Sea,  the  East  Indian  Archipelago,  the 
northern  part  of  Australia,  and  ends  in  the  S.  Pacific  Ocean. 


Eclipses  of  the  Sun  Visible  at  Pittsburgh  between  1850 
and  1000.— July  28,  1851;  May  26,  1854;  March  15,  1858;  July 
18,  I860;  December  31,  1861 ;  October  19,  1865:  August  7,  1869; 
September  29,  1875 ;  March  25,  1876  ;  July  29,  1878;  December 
31,  1880;  March  16,  1885;  August  29,  1886;  October  20,  1892; 
July  29,  1897;  May  28,  1900.  The  eclipses  of  1854,  '65,  '69,  '75, 
'78,  '92  and  1900  are  large. 

Kepler's  three  Grand  Laws  of  the  Planetary  System. — 
1.  That  the  planets  revolve  about  the  sun  in  ellipses,  having  the 
sun  in  one  of  the  foci.  2.  That  the  planets  describe  about  the  sun 
equal  areas  in  equal  times.  3.  That  the  squares  of  the  periodic 
times  of  all  the  planets,  are  as  the  cubes  of  their  mean  distances 
from  the  sun. 

The  mean  diameter  of  the  earth  is  7,912  miles,  and  the  circum- 
ference is  24,856  miles.  Hence,  the  mean  length  of  a  degree  of 
the  meridian  is  69  2-45  miles,  of  a  minute  1  3.20  miles,  and  of  a 
second  101  feet.     The  ellipticity  or  oblateness  of  the  earth  is  1-300. 

From  the  best  observations,  the  length  of  the  tropical  year  is 
found  to  be  365  d.  5h.  48  m.  48s.;  the  length  of  tho  sidereal  year, 
365d.  6h.  9m.  10s.;  the  length  of  the  anomalistic  year,  365 d.  6h. 
13  m.  46  s. 
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How  many  hours  is  the  Sun  FROM  us  ?  Why,  if  we  were  to 
send  a  baby  in  a  railway  train,  going  incessantly  one  hundred  miles 
an  hour,  without  making  any  stoppages,  the  baby  would  grow  to 
be  a  boy — the  boy  would  grow  to  be  a  man — the  man  would  grow 
old  and  die — without  seeing  the  sun,  for  it  is  distant  more  than  a 
hundred  years  from  us.  But  what  is  this  compared  with  Neptune's 
distance  ?  Had  Adam  and  Eve  started  by  a  railway  to  go  from 
Neptune  to  the  Sun,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  miles  an  #hour,  they  would 
not  have  got  there  yet,  for  Neptune  is  more  than  six  thousand  years 
from  the  centre  of  the  system !  But  what  is  this  compared  with 
the  distance  of  the  nearest  fixed  star.  If  a  man  were  to  travel  a 
million  of  miles  a  day  he  would  not  reach  it  in  twenty-four  hundred 
thousand  years !  The  human  mind,  in  its  present  state,  can  no  more 
appreciate  such  distances  than  it  can  infinity.

Bird's  eye  view  of  the  Solar  System. — If  we  conceive  the 
Sun  to  be  two  feet  in  diameter,  then  a  gr^n  of  mustard,  at  the 
distance  of  82  feet,  will  represent  the  size  and  place  of  Mercury. 
A  common-sized  pea,  at  the  distance  of  142  feet,  will  be  the  simili- 
tude of  Venus;  and  another,  slightly  larger,  at  215  feet,  will  be  the 
appropriate  representation  of  the  Earth.  The  head  of  a  large  pin, 
removed  327  feet  from  the  central  globe,  will  stand  for  Mars ;  and 
a  few  of  the  smallest  grains  of  sand,  placed  at  the  distance  of  about 
500  feet,  will  denote  the  Asteroids.  An  orange,  of  moderate  size, 
distant  quarter  of  a  mile,  wi>I  indicate  Jupiter.  Saturn  may  be 
shown  by  a  lesser  orange,  at  the  distance  of  two-fifths  of  a  mile. 
Uranus  by  a  common  cherry,  at  three-quarters  of  a  mile ;  and  the 
newly  discovered  planet,  Neptune,  by  a  small  apple,  at  a  distance 
of  about  one  and  a  quarter  miles.

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Borax  Washing  Recipe. 

We  have  triod  the  following  recipe  in  our  own  family,  and  are  convincod 
that  there  is  really  a  great  advantage  in  adding  a  small  quantity  of  borax 
to  common  hard  soap  previous  to  using  it  for  washing. 

Our  method  is  as  follows :  To  every  pound  of  soap  add  from  ono-half 
to  three-quarters  of  an  ounce  of  common  borax,  with  one  quart  of  water. 
Put  the  water  in  any  convenient  vessel  upon  the  stove,  add  the  borax, 
somewhat  pulverized,  and  then  put  in  the  soap,  out  vip  in  thin  pieces. 
Keep  them  hot,  but  not  boiling,  for  two  or  three  hours,  or  until  the  whole 
is  dissolved,  and  then  set  aside  to  cool,  when  a  solid  mass  will  be  formed. 
If  the  vessel  is  set  upon  the  warm  stove  at  night,  the  operation  will  bo 
completed  in  the  morning,  though  we  think  it  better  to  stir  the  mass  just 
before  it  i3  cooled. 

The  night  before  washing,  rub  the  clothes  where  most  soiled  with  the 
soap,  and  soak  in  water  till  morning.  This  soap,  which  has  been  more 
than  doubled  in  quantity,  will  go  quite  as  far,  bulk  for  bulk,  as  the 
orignal,  thus  saving  at  least  one-half.  The  boiling  and  washing  arc  to 
be  performed  in  the  usual  manner ;  but  it  will  be  found  that  the  labor  of 
rubbing  is  diminished  three -fourths,  while  the  usual  caustic  or  eating 
effect  of  the  soap  is  greatly  lessened ;  and  the  hands  will  retain  a  peculiar, 
soft  and  silky  feeling,  even  after  a  large  washing.  The  preparation  is 
adapted  to  all  kinks  of  fabrics,  colored  or  uncolored,  including  flannels, 
and  it  is  thought  to  increase  their  whiteness.  By  using  this  preparation, 
with  the  previous  soaking  over  night,  we  have  had  sixteen  dozen  pieces 
finished  early  in  the  forenoon,  when,  by  the  old  procoss,  it  would  have 
boen  an  "all  day's  job." 


Recipe  for  Curing  Meat. 

Those  who  will  carefully  adopt  our  method  of  curing  pork  and  beef, 
will  be  enabled  to  enjoy  as  fine  hams,  tongues,  dried  beef,  and  rounds,  as 
the  Emperor  of  all  the  B,ussias  can  command,  always  providing  that  the 
meat  cured  is  of  the  best  quality.  It  is  this : — To  one  gallon  of  water, 
take  1£  lb.  of  salt,  i  lb.  of  sugar,  £  oz.  of  saltpetre,  §  oz.  of  peaiiash — in 
this  ratio  the  pickio  to  be  increased  to  any  quantity  desired.  Lot  these 
be  boiled  together,  until  all  the  dirt  from  tie  sugar  (which  will  not  be  a 
little)  rises  to  the  top  and  is  skimmed  off.  Then  throw  it  into  a  tub  to 
cool,  and  when  cold,  pour  it  over  your  beef  or  pork,  to  remain  the  usual 
time,  say  four  or  fivo  weeks.  The  meat  must  be  well  covered  with  pickle, 
and  should  not  be  put  down  for  at  least  two  days  after  killing,  during 
which  time  it  should  be  slightly  sprinkled  with  powdered  saltpetre. 

Several  of  our  friends  have  omitted  the  boiling  of  the  pickle,  and  found 
it  to  answer  equally  as  well.  It  will  not,  however,  answer  quite  so  well. 
By  boiling  the  pickle,  it  is  purified — for  the  amount  of  dirt  which  is 
thrown  off  by  the  operation,  from  the  salt  and  sugar,  would  surprise  any 
one  not  acquainted  with  the  fact 


To  Cook  Egg  Plants. 

Cut  the  purple  egg  plant  into  slices,  a  third  of  an  inch  thick ;  put  the 
slices  on  a  plate,  ono  over  the  other,  with  a  sprinkling  of  fine  salt  between 
them,  and  lay  a  weight  of  three  or  four  pounds  on  the  top ;  leave  them  in 
this  situation  four  or  five  hours,  or  over  night.  The  salt  will  form  a  liquid 
with  the  juice  of  the  plant,  which  will  take  out  the  bitter  quality,  and 
should  be  drained  off.     Fry  tliem  brown  in  lard  or  butter. 

The  following  is  a  mode  of  6tewing  them: — Take  the  purple  kind;  stew 
till  soft;  take  off  the  skin  and  mash  it;  mix  with  swoot  herbs,  and  grate 
the  bread  over  it,  and  bake  till  brown. 
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To  Set  Colors,  etc. 

Beef' s  or  ox's  gall  will  sot  any  color — silk,  woolen  or  cotton.  One 
large  spoonful  of  this,  in  a  gallon  of  warm  water,  is  sufficient.  It  is  like- 
wise excellont  for  taking  out  spots  from  bombazine,  bombazet,  etc. ;  after 
being  washed  in  this  they  look  about  as  well  as  now.  It  must  be  mixed 
with  water.     It  is  used  without  soap. 

It  is  good  policy  to  havo  a  bottle  of  beef  gall  constantly  on  hand.  It 
can  be  bought  for  a  trifle  at  the  slaughter-house  of  the  butchers. 

When  calicoes  inolino  to  fade,  the  colors  can  be  sot,  by  washing  thorn  in 
lukewarm  water,  with  beef's  gall,  in  proportion  of  a  teacupful  to  four  or 
five  gallons  of  water.  Rinse  them  in  fair  water;  no  soap  is  necessary, 
without  the  clothes  aro  very  dirty.  If  so,  wash  them  in  lukowarm  suds, 
after  they  havo  been  rubbed  out  in  beef's  gall  water. 

The  beef's  gall  can  be  kept  several  months,  by  squeezing  it  out  of  the 
skin  in  which  it  is  inclosed,  adding  salt  to  it,  and  bottled  and  corked  tight. 
A  little  vinegar  in  tho  rinsing  water  of  pink,  red  and  green  calicoes  is 
good  to  brighten  tho  colors,  and  keep  them  from  mixing. 


To  Preserve  Sweet  Corn. 

Allow  the  kernel  to  assume  its  rich,  saccharine,  pulpy  state ;  do  not 
pluck  too  soon — then  the  kernel  is  watery;  defer  not  too  long — it  will  be 
too  hard  and  dry.  When  plucked  at  the  right  point  of  growth,  boil  on 
tho  ear  till  fit  for  table ;  remove  from  the  cob  with  a  table  knife,  and 
spread  them  on  a  sheet,  in  a  good  sunny  exposure — a  scaffold  of  clean 
bright  boards  is  desirable ;  stir  frequently  for  one  or  two  days  ;  keop  from 
the  dew  or  rain  and  when  well  dried,  hang  up  in  a  dry  place.  It  will  be 
almost  as  good  as  when  served  up  in  the  regular  season,  if  care  is  observed 
in  dressing.  It  should  stand  in  water  over  night,  and  bo  boiled  gently 
until  soft  and  plump,  and  served  up  according  to  taste.  It  is  a  palatable 
article,  exceedingly  nutritious,  and  serves  to  enrich  the  table  during 
those  months  in  which  the  good  housewife  is  put  to  her  wits'  end  to  know 
what  vegetable,  beyond  the  potato,  shall  adorn  her  table. 


How  to  make  No-Matters. 

This  is  an  article  of  food,  which  has  for  many  years  been  confinod  to 
the  descendants  of  a  single  family.  Its  excellence  will  commend  it  to 
the  attention  of  those  housewives  who  wish  to  make  a  good  display  of 
culinary  ( \ill  upon  their  tables,  at  tho  same  time  having  a  due  regard  to 
economj 

To  three  ieacupfuls  of  buttermilk  add  three  tablespoonfuls  of  rich  cream 
and  a  small  quantity  of  sugar.  Stir  in  flour  until  it  is  of  a  consistency 
of  paste  for  doughnuts.  Roll  out  size  of  a  breakfast  plate,  and  fry  in 
lard  to  a  rich  brown  color. 

As  each  cake  oomos  from  the  fire,  cover  with  apple  sauce  made  from 
tart  apples  sweetened  to  taste,  and  spiced  with  nutmeg  or  cinnamon,  and 
continue  the  process  till  the  plate  is  well  heaped. 


Drying  Pumpkins  and  making  Pies. 

Cut  them  up  and  stow  them  till  they  are  soft  and  dry;  pound  and  strain 
them  through  a  cullender;  then  grease  pie-pans,  and  spread  it  on  a  quar- 
ter of  an  inch  thick,  and  dry  it ;  roll  it  up,  and  put  it  away  in  a  tight 
box  or  bag,  from  the  insects.  Each  of  these  rolls  will  make  a  pie.  It  is 
very  oasy  now  to  mako  a  pie.  Put  in  sweet  milk,  and  let  it  soak  about 
two  hours ;  put  in  an  egg,  a  tablospoonful  of  sugar,  a  teaspoonful  ginger, 
and  one  of  allspice;  and  if  you  are  lovers  of  pumpkin  pie,  as  we  are, 
you  will  pronounce  it  good. 
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To  Prepare  Butter  for  Winter. 

Take  two  quarts  of  best  salt;  one  ounce  best  sugar;  and  one  ounce  of 
saltpetre — mix  thorn  well,  an-d  use  one  ounce  of  the  composition  for  each 
pound  of  butter.  The  buttermilk  shovdd  be  entirely  pressed  out  before 
salting;  otherwise,  the  salt  will  escape  with  the  milk.  For  immediate 
use,  saltpetre  should  not  be  used;  as  its  coldness  can  be  perceived  for 
some  time  afterward.  It  will  become  entirely  blended  in  a  month,  and 
then  the  butter  will  keep  for  years,  if  excluded  from  light,  air,  and  heat. 


Potato  Yeast. 

Pare,  boil  and  mash  smooth  twelve  potatoes;  stir  into  these  one  largo 
cup  of  sugar  and  one  quart  of  boiling  water;  when  cool,  add  one  quart  of" 
cold  water,  and  a  half  pint  or  less  of  yeast ;  keep  it  in  a  warm  place  for 
twelve  hoxirs,  when  it  will  be  ready  for  use.  Shake  it  carefully  before 
using ;  always  reserve  a  small  quantity  of  old  yeast  for  raising  the  new. 
Bread  or  cakes  made  with  this  yeast  never  need  saleratus,  and  will  rise 
very  quickly. 


Summer  Snowballs. 

Simmor  half  a  pound  of  rice  until  it  is  tender,  then  strain  it.  Take  fivo 
or  six  apples,  of  middling  size,  pare  them  and  take  out  the  core  with  a 
small  knife  or  apple  scoop,  but  do  not  cut  them  into  sections.  Into  tho 
hollow  made  by  cutting  out  the  core  put  sugar  and  a  little  allspice.  Di- 
vide the  rice  into  a  portion  for  each  apple,  and  tie  them  separately  in  a 
small  cloth,  and  boil  an  hour.  These  dumplings,  or  snowballs,  may  be 
served  with  sweet  sauce,  or  eaten  with  simple  sugar  or  syrup. 


Ripe  Tomato  Pickles. 

Select  handsome  sized  tomatoes,  wash  them  and  prick  them  with  a 
fork,  lay  them  in  dry  salt  twenty-four  hours,  then  soak  them  in  equal 
quantities  of  vinegar  and  water  twenty -four  hours ;  take  them  out  and  lay 
them  down  in  a  crock  with  sliced  onions ;  first  a  layer  of  tomatoes,  then 
onions,  with  cinnamon,  cloves  and  brown  sugar,  and  then  cover  the  whole 
with  cider  vinegar. 


To  Take  out  Colors. 

Aqua  ammonia,  if  carefully  applied,  will  prove  a  safe  and  easy  anti- 
acid,  and  will  change  discolored  spots  upon  carpets,  whether  produced  by 
acids  or  alkalies.  If  one  has  the  misfortune  to  have  a  carpet  injured  by 
whitewash,  this  will  restore  it. 


To  Remove  Rust  from  Knives. 

Cover  the  knives  with  sweet  oil,  well  rubbed  on,  and  after  two  days 
take  a  lump  of  fresh  liine,  and  rub  till  all  the  rust  disappears.  It  forms 
a  sort  of  soap  with  the  oil,  which  carries  off  all  the  rust 


To  Wash  Black  Prints  and  Ginghams. 

Pour  boiling  water  over  the  articlos  to  be  washed,  let  stand  until  cool, 
then  rinse  in  nearly  boiling  water.  Prints  or  ginghams  washed  in  this 
manner  will  retain  their  color  as  bright  as  if  they  were  just  from  the 
store. 
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Substitute  for  Buttermilk. 

During  the  winter  months,  the  thrifty  housewife  often  suffers  some  in- 
convenience from  a  scarcity  of  good  buttermilk  or  sour  milk,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  mixing  up  dough  which  is  to  be  raised  with  saleratus.  This  diffi- 
culty may  be  at  least  partially  remedied  in  the  following  simple  manner: 
Keep  constantly  on  hand  a  kind  of  gruel,  made  by  thickening  boiling 
water  either  with  flour  or  Indian  meal,  to  the  thickness  of  sweet  cream. 
Allow  it  to  stand  until  it  becomes  sour,  and  it  is  nearly  as  good  to  mix 
with  saloratus  as  buttermilk;  or  if  used  when  sweet,  it  affords  an  excel- 
lent substitute  for  milk  to  wet  up  bread  with. 


Blackberry  Diarrhoea  Cordial. 

The  following  is  said  to  be  not  only  an  excollent  and  pleasant  beverage, 
but  a  cure  for  the  diarrhoea,  etc. 

Recipe. — To  half  a  bushel  of  blackberries,  well  mashed,  add  quarter 
pound  allspioe,  three  ounces  cinnamon,  three  ounces  cloves.  Pulverize 
well,  mix,  and  boil  slowly  until  properly  done.  Then  strain  or  squoeze 
the  juice  through  homespun  or  flannel,  and  add  to  each  pint  of  the  juice 
one  pound  of  loaf  sugar ;  boil  again  for  some  time ;  skim  off,  and  while 
cooling  add  half  a  gallon  of  the  best  Cognac  brandy.  Dose :  For  an 
adult,  half  a  gill ;  for  a  child,  a  teaspoonful  or  more,  according  to  age. 


To  Make  Good  Hard  Soap. 

Havo  the  lye  of  sufficient  strength  to  float  an  egg;  measure  it  into 
barrels  as  obtained,  and  to  each  gallon  add  one  pound  of  grease.  Stir 
every  day  till  it  becomes  thick;  then  to  sixteen  gallons  of  this  soft  soap 
put  four  gallons  of  lyo,  as  strong  as  that  above.  Boil  one  hour  or  more 
till  the  grease  entirely  disappears ;  then  dissolve  six  quarts  of  salt  in  four 
gallons  of  water,  stir  it  in,  and  boil  the  whole  fifteen  minutes  longer;  pour 
it  into  tubs  to  harden,  cut  it  out  into  bars,  and  dry  it  in  the  shade. 


To  Clean  Brass. 

Rub  the  tarnishod  or  rusted  brass,  by  means  of  a  cloth  or  sponge,  with 
diluted  acid,  such  as  the  sulphuric,  or  evon  with  strong  vinegar.  After- 
wards wash  it  with  hot  water,  to  removo  the  acid,  and  finish  with  dry 
whiting. 


To  Tell  Good  Eggs. 

If  you  desire  to  be  certain  that  your  eggs  are  good  and  fresh,  put  them 
in  water.  If  the  butts  turn  up  they  are  not  fresh.  This  is  an  infallible 
rule  to  distinguish  a  good  egg  from  a  bad  one. 


Shrinking  of  Flannel. 

Diclose  new  flannel  in  a  bag;  put  it  into  a  boiler  with  cold  water;  beat 
and  boil  it.  It  will  never  shrink  any  more  after  this  operation,  and  should 
then  be  made  up  into  garments. 


To  Remove  Ink  Stains. 

The  moment  the  ink  is  spilt,  take  a  little  milk  and  saturate  the  stain ; 
soak  it  up  with  a  rag,  and  apply  a  little  more  milk,  rubbing  it  well  in. 
Da  a  few  minutes  the  ink  will  be  completely  removed.

USEFUL  INFOEMATION. 


Time  for  Transplanting. 

All  hardy  fruit  trees  may  be  advantageously  set  out  in  autumn,  from 
any  time  from  the  cessation  of  growth  till  the  ground  freezes.  Those 
partly  tender,  such  as  the  peach,  do  best  in  most  cases  if  transplanted  in 
spring.  Blackberries  may  be  set  out  at  either  period.  Strawberries  suc- 
ceed best  by  spring  transplanting,  and,  if  well  and  early  done,  will  often 
bear  a  modorate  crop  the  same  year.  If  not  done  in  spring,  the  next 
best  season  is  just  at  the  close  of  bearing,  while  they  are  in  a  partially 
dormant  state  from  exhaustion,  and  before  the  commencement  of  the 
second  growth. 

The  same  rule  required  for  fruit  trees  is  also  applicable  to  ornamental, 
namely,  that  such  as  are  hardy  may  be  removed  at  either  season,  and  ten- 
der ones  only  in  spring.  Where  there  is  any  question  as  to  their  hardi- 
ness, it  would  be  safest  to  defer  the  operation  till  the  latter  period,  as  all 
trees,  by  the  mutilation  which  they  must  in  some  degree  receive,  are  ren- 
dered more  susceptible  to  the  cold,  and  liable  to  become  injured,  unless 
of  the  hardiest  nature.  With  these  exceptions,  autumn  transplanting  has. 
a  decided  advantage,  the  soil  becoming  well  settled  among  the  roots  or" 
the  trees,  and  they  have  nothing  to  do  in  spring  but  to  start  and  grow, 
without  the  check  which  they  might  receive  if  torn  from  the  ground  at 
this  period. 

It  should  not  bo  forgotten,  however,  that  successful  growth  depends 
incomparably  more  on  the  after  culture  which  the  trees  receive,  than  on 
the  time  of  transplanting,  important  indeed  as  this  may  bo. 

The  Culture  of  Strawberries. 

The  bost  soil  for  the  strawberry  is  gravelly  loam.  The  land  should  be 
woll  drained,  and  to  every  acre  applied  twenty  bushels  of  unleached 
ashes,  ten  bushels  of  lime,  and  two  or  three  pounds  of  salt.  The  ground 
should  bo  well  broken  up ;  animal  manures  should  bo  eschewed ;  leaf 
mould  is  the  best,  and  this  should  be  carefully  spaded  ip.  About  the 
first  of  July  is  the  best  time  to  set  out  the  plants.  In  doing  this,  pains 
should  be  taken  to  have  them  firmly  rooted.  The  roots  should  be  eighteen 
inches  apart,  and  the  plants  a  foot  apart. 

Sometimes  it  will  be  well  to  allow  greater  interval,  in  which  case  the 
interstices  can  be  filled  up  from  the  growth  of  the  runners.  After  setting 
out  the  plants,  throw  on  a  covering  of  tan-bark,  an  inch  or  an  inch  and 
a  half  in  depth,  then  water  them  plentifully,  and  the  moisture  will  be  re- 
tained a  long  time.  After  cold  weather  comes  on,  cover  the  strawberry- 
beds  and  the  walks  with  clean  straw,  throwing  over  a  little  brush,  or 
something  to  keep  the  straw  in  its  place.  In  the  spring  remove  the  straw 
and  make  use  of  some  fertilizing  agent  to  give  the  plants  vigor,  as  sul- 
phate of  soda,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  or  nitrate  of  potash.  Keop  the 
roots  out,  see  that  the  plants  are  bountifully  watered,  and  let  nothing  in- 
tervene to  disturb  or  retard  their  growth  till  you  gather  the  fruit.  The 
beds  should  be  made  over  as  often  as  every  three  years. 


How  to  Make  Beer. 

We  give  two  recipes  for  making  a  healthy  and  palatable  drink  for  waxm 
weather.     First — White  spruce  beer,  which  is  made  as  follows:  Three 
pounds  of  loaf  sugar,  four  gallons  of  water,  one  ounce  of  ground  ginger, 
a  little  lemon  peel,  enough  of  essence  of  spruce  to  give  it  a  flavor,  and  a 
cup  of  good  yeast,  and  when  fermented,  bottle  it  close.    This  is  a  delight- 
ful beverago.     Second — Imperial  ginger  beer,  which  is  made  as  follows 
cream  of  tartar,  one  pound  ;  ginger,  two  ounces ;  white  sugar,  seven  pour 
essence  of  lemon,  one  drachm  ;  water,  six  gp,J"nsj  yeast,  half  pii't  - 
and  tie  the  corks  down. 
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Cure  for  Burns. 

Of  all  applications  for  a  burn,  we  believe  there  aro  none  eqnul  to  a 
simple  covering  of  common  wheat  flour.  This  Is  always  at  hand,  and 
while  it  requires  no  skill  in  using,  it  produces  almost  astonishing  effects. 
The  moisture  produced  upon  the  surface  of  a  slight  or  deep  burn  is  at 
once  absorbed  by  the  flour,  and  forms  a  paste  which  shuts  out  the  air. 
As  long  as  the  fluid  matters  continue  flowing  they  aro  absorbod,  and  thus 
prevented  from  producing  irritation,  as  they  would  do  if  kept  from  passing 
off  by  oily  or  rosinous  applications,  while  the  greater  the  amount  of  thcso 
absorbed  by  flour,  the  thicker  the  protective  covering.  Another  advan- 
tage of  the  flour  covering  is,  that  next  to  the  surface  it  is  kept  moist  and 
flexible.  It  can  also  be  readily  washed  off,  without  further  irritation  in 
removing.  It  may  be  occasionally  washed  off  very  carefully  when  it  has 
become  matted  and  dry,  and  a  new  covering  be  sprinkled  on. 


Treatment  of  Tomatoes. 

"'  During  the  early  part  of  the  growth  of  tomatoes,  the  surface  of  the  soil 
should  bo  frequently  distarbed.  When  they  have  set  their  fruit  they 
may  be  shortened,  and  it  may  be  readily  observed  that  ninety  per  cent, 
of  the  fruit  is  within  eighteen  inches  of  the  ground,  while  ninety  per  cent, 
of  the  vine  or  bush  is  beyond  that  distance.  The  vine,  therefore,  should 
be  trimmed  to  within  half  an  inch  of  the  tomato  nearest  the  end  of  each 
branch.  This  will  admit  sun  and  air  freely,  and  although  ten  per  cunt. 
of  the  tomatoes  that  might  have  grown  will  be  taken  away,  still  the 
remaining  portion  will  be  greater  in  weight  and  measure  than  if  tho  vine 
had  not  been  shortened  in.  Tomatoes  are  also  several  days  earlier  by 
this  treatment 


To  Thaw  Frozen  Pumps. 

Some  throw  in  salt,  some  heat  iron  rods,  &c,  but  an  incomparably 
better  way  is  to  place  a  small  lead  pipe  within  the  pump,  and  pour  in  hot 
water  by  means  of  a  funnel.  The  pipe  should  be  as  long  as  the  frozen 
portion ;  and,  conducting  the  boiling  water  right  on  the  ice,  removes  it 
with  astonishing  rapidity,  say  one  foot  per  minute,  the  pipe  settling  as 
rapidly.  Where  pumps  are  liable  to  freeze,  it  is  well  to  have  a  lead  pipe 
always  at  hand. 
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
